WARSAW — Tracing the history of 
George Kistler’s diary may be even 
more difficult than tracing the history 
of Kistler himself. 

But for Roger H. Davis, it’s not all 
that important how his great-uncle’s 
priceless chronicle of Company K of 
the Indiana Volunteer Infantry sur- 
vived since it disappeared in 1920. 
Now that he has it back, the 75-year- 
old Warsaw resident has set out to re- 
capture his family’s roots. 

The 1864 diary was one of two 
Civil War-era treasures mentioned 
two weeks ago in this column. Teresa 
Rice, director of the North Manches- 
ter Public Library, recently discov- 
ered it and a bound volume of per- 
sonal war sketches in dusty corners 
of the library’s massive brick build- 
ing, which opened in 1912. 

After noticing the article, Davis re- 
alized the book was the one he lost as 
a schoolboy in 1920 or thereabouts. 

Davis said he had taken the book to 
Pierceton School — which burned de- 
cades ago — for a show-and-tell ex- 
hibit. When he went to pick it up a 
few days later, the book was gone 
along with his other exhibit — the 
first ballot box used in Kosciusko 
County’s Monroe Township. 

“I was sorry I lost it, but it didn’t 
break my heart or anything,” Davis 
said, speculating the handwritten di- 
ary was stolen. 

For the last 60 years, Davis has 
been left with only a few other mem- 
oirs of his soldiering ancestor: two Bi- 
bles, one dated 1855; a pocketwatch 
and prayerbook that Kistler carried 
into battle; and family photo albums. 

Kistler had given the articles to his 
sister, Elizabeth. They then went to

GREGOR KLUG, born September 2, 1846, in Ulmbach, Kreis Schluechtern, Hesse 
Kassel, Germany, son of Johann Friederich and Anna Katharina (Seipel) Klug. Johann 
Klug’s family according to age were Elizabeth (twin), Amand (eldest son and heir to 
estate), Sybilla and Christina (twins), Katharina, Regina, Therodia, Gottfried, GREGOR, 
Karolina and Lukas.

fourth year. Up to this time he had no known relative by the name of Klug in America 
outside of his own family.

Jacob, Mary 
and Frank W. Grandfather Alter with his family left Germany for America in 1855, cross- 
ing the Atlantic in a sailing vessel in 48 days. They had a most eventful and terrifying 
voyage with much sickness and trouble aboard ship, one of their own little ones died on 
the boat between New York and Toledo. He first came to Toledo where he already had 
an older brother, Jolın Alter, established in the trucking business. At that time Toledo was 
a small village, a very unhealthy swampy place with much fever and ague. After living 
there about one and a half years they had to leave on account of fever. They then came 
to Fort Wayne, which was then practically a wilderness with many Indians and wild 
game in abundance.

The rich green grass was an appropri- 
ate setting for a conversation with Julia 
Klug. 

As she talked of her enthusiasm to be- 
come a good public relations person, her 
energy to run four to six miles every day 
and her conviction that natural, vegetari- 
an menus are best for her body and soul, 
the thousands of grass blades surrounding 
her seemed to rustle in unison, offering 
their form of applause to her lifestyle and 
her dreams. 

The 20-year-old Bishop Luers alumna 
easily admitted she feels good about her- 
self — present and future. She cites every- 
thing from her myriad activities at the 
University of Dayton to her diet to her 
summer internship at the city parks de- 
partment as reasons why. 

About this time last summer, Julia 
began seeking a public relations intern- 
ship with the city parks department. “I 
wanted the job so badly, I started last 
summer to try to get it.” 

Beides being a special summer for 
Julia, the summer of ’79 also marks the 
75th anniversary of the park department. 
So in addition to getting the word out 
about regular summer programs in the 
city parks, Julia has helped spread the 
word about the parks’ anniversary. 

This fall, Julia will transfer her public 
relations skills to WDCR, the university 
radio station in Dayton, as its public rela- 
tions worker. 

As Julia travels around the campus 
handing out her news releases or dis- 
cussing the radio station, many of her 
contacts will know her well already. 

During her first two years at the univer- 
sity, Julia was an active student’ and 
sometimes a controversial one. 

As writer of “A Woman’s Place’’, a col- 
umn for the campus newspaper, the 
“Flyer News’, Julia has elicited a sub- 
stantial amount of feedback. 

“] wrote about issues that confront 


women. . .sort of from the view that we’re 
all people, and there should be a good 
feeling between the sexes. I wanted to 
break down some of the stereotypes.”’ 

After Julia commented on rape or Bella 
Abzug’s firing by President Carter or the 
Equal Rights Amendment or unveiling the 
women of Iran, she often was amazed at 
the level of feedback. 

She even laughed about some of her fel- 
low students’ reactions. ‘People thought I 
was a real radical or that I hated men. 
They didn’t realize that many times I 
aimed the column at the women on cam- 
pus. They sometimes were more preju- 
diced than some of the men. Then when 
they’d meet me, they’d always be sur- 
prised because they were expecting some 
big radical.” 

If campus officials or workers do not 
recognize Julia through her column, per- 
haps they will remember her for the mini- 
course she organized on rape awareness. 
Julia led the first of the eight sessions last 
March by talking about the myths sur- 
rounding rape. At the succeeding seven 
sessions, she arranged. for special speak- 
ers to discuss related areas. 

“I felt no one else was going to do it and 
the Women’s Interest Group felt a need 
for more rape education.” 

With a bit more prodding about the 
Women’s Interest Group, Julia chuckled 
with near timidity. She’s vice-president of 
that group. Through this organization, 
Julia and her fellow Interest Group mem- 
bers organized ‘Help’, poverty assis- 
tance houses in Dayton neighborhoods. 

As Julia volunteered for the ‘“Help’’ pro- 
ject, perhaps her ovo-lacto vegetarian diet 
beliefs became even stronger. After all, 
the campus activist had adopted the vege- 
tarian diet, that allows no meat but does 
allow eggs and dairy products, both for 
her personal health and as a way to fight 
over-consumption and food waste.

ALBION ~~ If Bob Gagen has his 
way, the century-old story of Noble 
County outlaw Marvin Kuhns will 
take its place with that of the 
legendary Jesse James as one of this 
country’s most outrageous and 
flamboyant criminals. 


Gagen, owner and publisher of the 
Noble County American, has been 
researching the life of the infamous 
villain since he moved here from 
Illinois in 1975 to take over the Albion 
weekly. Gagen became so enamored 
with Kuhns’ adventures that he plans 
to write a book about the mischeivous 
horse theif who three times broke out 
of the Noble County Jail, twice 
deserted the U.S. Army, once fled the 
Ohio State Penitentiary and several 
times fought gun battles with area 
authorities. 

Having spent 16 of his 40 years 
behind bars, Kuhns finally was 
gunned down in a field north of Van 
Wert, Ohio, in 1907. His legend, by 
then, was larger than life. And Gagen 
has spent countless hours in several 
cities trying to sift throught fact and 
fiction about Kuhns contained in 
newspaper clippings and personal 
letters. 

Gagen says Kuhns was undeniably 
a bad man. He shot at more than a 
few people, stole numerous horses, 
cussed alot, drank some, and 
generally amused newspaper readers 
of the era. But Gagen says it is 
unknown whether Kuhns was as bad 
as people thought, or whether he was 
guilty of the murder for which he 
was convicted and sentenced to the 
Ohio State Peniteniary in 1905. 

And though crime obviously is no 
laughing matter, Kuhns had a certain 
comic flair that set him apart from 
the common horse thief. Gagen 
describes him as a “free spirit” prone 
more to mischeif than to evil. He calls 
him “a devilish guy,” and points out 
that Kuhns was almost always 
welcome in his hometown when he 
sought refuge from the authorities. 


Aware of his presence, few of the 
neighbors here would lift a finger to 
assist the police. 

“He could always find sanctuary 
here in Noble County,” says Gagen. 
“People here wouldn’t do anything to 
help the law. They didn’t think he 
was evil. Though, there were 
occasions that a few individuals 
informed on him and he managed to 
get in jail.” 

On the run, Kuhns would show up 
in a local restaurant for breakfast. 
The fugitive would walk nonchalantly 
into the local newspaper office and 
compliment the editor on his 
unbiased coverage of Kuhns’crimes. 

“Sometimes, when he was on the 
lam, so to speak, he’d show up at a 
classroom down at Green Center and 
just spend time sitting at the back of 
the room watching the class and then 
he’d leave,” Gagen said. “Or he’d 
show up at a dance late some night 
unannounced, and then take off. He 
was sort of a will of the wisp.” 

Even more paradoxical was his 
charitable nature, a tendency that 
earned him a Robin Hood-like 
reputation. Wher a sightless, elderly 
Burr Oak woman was in dire need, 
for instance, Kuhns sent her money 
anonymously through friends. 

And Gagen still is trying to 
determine why several prominent 
Albion-area residents helped Kuhns 
earn a pardon from the Ohio prison 
where the outlaw was dubbed a 
“model prisoner” by corrections 
officials. 

“He intrigued me simply because 
he was, well, one of a kind here,” 
says Gagen. “He was considered to be 
a criminal and pursued most of his 
life. He was constantly in and out of 
jail. Yet he was not an evil man and 
he had many attractive qualities.... 
And a lot of folklore built up around 
here as a result. What I’m trying to do 
is sort of penetrate through that in 
mostly dealing with contemporary 
newspaper accounts. I feel those are 
as reliable as anything I can find.” 


As Gagen’s research proceeds in 


Huntington, Churubusco, LaPorte, 
and Lafayette, as well as the Ohio 
cities of Fostoria, Defiance and Van 
Wert, he periodically offers his own 
newspaper readers an inside look at 
his findings in a column entitled “On 
the Trail of Marvin Kuhns.” 

Kuhns was born southwest of 
Albion on the Wolf Lake Road, and 
got his criminal start as a youth by 
burning down the Stanley School in 
what is now Chain O’Lakes State 
Park. At least he was accused of the 
crime. 6 

From there he progressed to 
robbing a store in Wolf Lake in 1884, 
an escapade for which he was 
convicted and held in the Noble 
County Jail. Twice, before his transfer 
to the Indiana State Prison at 
Michigan City, Kuhns escaped by 
deceiving a jailer and by prying loose 
the bars in an upper story window. In 
neither case was anyone injured. He 
was recaptured in LaPorte and again 
in Carroll County near Lafayette. 

Considered a “docile and model” 
prisoner, he was paroled in 1886 by 
Gov. Isaac Gray. Only a year later, 
however, he was shipped back to 
Michigan City for stealing a horse, 
but his good behavior again earned 
him parole. 

After a third escape from the 
county jail while being held on an 
intoxication charge in 1889, Kuhns 
settled into a more serious spate of 
criminal activity. Using an assumed 
name, he joined the 7th Regiment of 
the U.S. Army in Columbus, Ohio, 
and soon deserted. Accused of 
murdering a companion in Fostoria, 
Ohio, he was captured by Fort Wayne 
and Churubusco authorities in 1890 
after a gunfight on the main street of 
Churubusco near the current 
downtown section. Kuhns, a 
companion and a police officer were 
wounded in the fray. 

Kuhns was returned to Ohio, tried 
in Tiffin and in July, 1891, sentenced 
to life at hard labor in the state 
penitentiary for the Fostoria murder 
— a conviction Gagen says was based 
largely on circumstantial evidence. As
